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'''Washington, Nov. 12.—America to- 
day turned toward the way of peace. 
With the military strength of the 
central powers shattered and hostilities 
ceased Under terms of surrender that 
preclude a renewal of the great strug- 
gle the United States with the asso- 
ciated governments today took up the 
problems of reconstruction. 
Immediately ahead,, however, diplo- 
matic Washington saw the peace con- 
ference—the world's court of justice 
before which Germany as the chief 
criminal with Austria, Turkey and Bul- 
garia will stand as prisoners at the 
bar. 
When or where the final peace 
negotiations will be 
held, 
officials 
would not conjecture. Thirty days is 
ttite time, allowed under the armistice 
terms for assembling of the peace con- 
gress. The armistice, however, in- 
cludes a provision for its extension. 
The great interests involved, the many 
governments and nationalities concern- 
ed and the difficulties to be met in 
convening such a conference in a short 
time may cause an extension. of the 
thirty days limit. It was regarded as 
likely that the peace conference will 
be similar-to the meeting at Versailles 
•where the armistice terms were form- 
ulated. 
The victors, meeting separ- 
ately, probably will decide upon terms 
and then the defeated be permitted to 
enter pleas of modification.

Victor Odler, leader of the Aus- 


trian Socialists and foreign secre- 
tary in the German-Austrian cab- 
inet, formed at Vienna on October 
31, is dead, it is reported. 


The abdication of Emperor 


Charles has been rumored several 
times in the past two weeks, but 
none of these reports have been 
confirmed. On October 29 it was 
reported that he had fled from 
Vienna, bat this report was denies 
by a Berlin newspaper, which said 
he was at the Austrian capital on 
October 30 and that he had been 
cordially received by the people 
while going about the city. The 
most recent report in connection 
with Emperor Charles was receiv 
ed on November 2 when it was 
said that he had announced bis in 
tention to abdicate.

people a synonym for worthlessness. 
Yet..the scarcity of paper has caused an 
advance in price of about 300 per cent- 
It lays its heavy tax on very

The neecl of paper conservation ha* 


been _<j£ilied into the public mind foi 
two years. Most people do save their 
old newspapers 
now. 
These are col 


lectedi-by junk .tten and church so 
cieties. Had it not been for this use o: 
old materials, the scarcity would have 
been far worse. 


.But" another 
source of economy is 


scarcely touched. It is the waste bas- 
ket. 
In many large establishments. 


business men have installer! balers to 
pack the .material together in salable 
-and transportable form. 
That is not 


usually practical for the home to cio. 
Most people still look at the waste bas- 
ket as of no use to anyone, and burn 
it up\: quickly as possible. 
In .some 


towns they pay to' have it carried to 
the dump. Many business men annual- 
ly burn up tons of valuable paper that 
gathers in their waste baskets. 
Cii- 


culars and letters and newspaper and 
other wrappers accumulate very fast. 


Yet it would take but three minutes 


to empty a waste basket of those odds 
and ends, packing them between half 
opened sheets of newspaper, and then 
tying'them up in bundles. The value 
of a waste basket full seems small. It 
is salable for not over two to five cents. 
But if all the waste 
basket of

country could be emptied in this care- 
ful Way, our paper shortage would 
nearly disappear.
